The Aeunual Flower Garden 


4 be rather colorless over a considerable period: of time if it were 

not for the ever popular annual flowers. 

Annuals are the most adaptable of all fowering plants. They fre- 
quently supply just the touch of color that is needed to liven up a 
perennial border, or relieve the somberness of a group ot shrubs or 
evergreens. Annuals may be grown anywhere. There are some which 
thrive in the light sandy soil of the seashore, others that luxuriate trail- 
ing among the rocks of the mountain side, and a host of varieties that 
thrive in the average garden. They are the ideal flowers for the gardener 
who rents his home because within the short period of from six to 
eight weeks he can enjoy the results of his labors. - 

Besides their rapidity of growth, one of the chief attractions of the 
annual flowers is their brilliant colors. Therefore, when planning a 
garden of annuals, some thought should be given to the harmonious 
blending of colors. er 

In relation to color harmony, it must be remembered that the six 
apparently distinct colors of the spectrum are red, orange, yellow, 


| p be ra gardener will agree that the majority of gardens would 


green, blue and violet. By dividing the three primary and secondary 
colors still further there is obtained the following Red, orange, yellow. 
yellowish-green, green, bluish green, blue indigo, violet and purple. 
Black cr white added to these produces almost every conceivable 
shade or tint. If these colors are laid out on a chart, it will be found 
that those which appear opposite each other are complimentary con- 
trasts and therefore very effective in floral arrangements, as for instance, 
orange and blue. Colors which lie adjacent to each other present no 
strong contrasts and therefore harmonize by analogy; but when there 
is a decided difference between the colors, the result becomes a discord. 
Harmony can be restored by adding a color that is complimentary to 
the predominating one in the arrangement. When two strong colors 
are used, one should always be allowed to dominate. 

Ii this simple principle of color harmony is observed, it will be possi- 
ble to combine flowers of every conceivable shade, tint or hue in a 
pleasing and harmonious composition. Even the much abused 
magenta may be used to advantage when combined with red—purple 
or yellowish-green. 


Below are a number of suggestions for planting a border with an- 
nuals. The diagram represents a border twenty-five feet long and five 
feet wide. It is ideal for a City back yard where plenty of sunlight is 
obtained. If it backs up on a board fence, the fence should be covered 


with annual vines. Where space will permit, a background of Howering 
shrubs is more effective in which case,the border should be stated 
about two feet in front of the shrubs. 

One packet of seed will be enough for each space designated on the pian.

The matured or well-ripened fruit hanging on 
the gourd vines may be recognized by its full.

ANNUAL FLOWER SEEDS 


These complete the cycle of their existence, growing from seed to 
seed in one year. Many sorts require to be sown in some sheltered 
situation such as a greenhouse, cold frame, or window box about a 
month before they may be planted outdoors. This is necessary not 
only on account of their tendemess, but also because they need 
more time for development, and by sowing thus early the growing 
season is proportionately prolonged. Others may be sown where 
they are to stand, in which case they require careful attention for 
the first few weeks. 

While there is no class of plants that will survive better under 
rigorous conditions, yet in order to achieve the best results they 
should be planted where they can obtain ample sunlight, may be 
easily watered, and, in case of early frost, may he quickly 
protected. . 

A continuity of bloom may be secured by occasional sowings of 
many sorts. In the latitude of New York these sowings may be 
made as late as June 15th. é 

Biennial Flower Seeds—These grow from seed the first year, then 
flower and die the following year. Some are grown as annuals:

PERENNIAL FLOWER SEEDS 


The great charm of Perennials lies in their permanence. Once 
established, they are a constant source of pleasure, and among the 
most interesting plants in our gardens, presenting a variety of size, 
form and color so great as to fit them for almost every conceivable 
purpose in the garden. Some may be made to thrive under most 
unkind conditions, while others require skilful cultivation. 

A very large proportion of the Perennial plants that may be 
grown from seed have great value as cut flowers, particularly so 
because of their great substance, which enables them to stand 
up well long after cutting. 

Notwithstanding their individual charm, they are most effective 
when planted in a mixed border, where by arranging them accord- 
ing to height, color and season of flowering, an attractive display 
may be had from the earliest days of spring all through the sum- 
mer, and even after the first frosts herald the approach of winter. 

Perennials are generally raised from seed sown from early 
spring to about August Ist, in the latitude of New York. 

Treated thus, they make strong plants which may be planted in 
a permanent situation early enough in the fall to winter safely.

The two most important factors of a fertile soil are: An abundance of organic 
matter or humus, and an abundance of plant food. The latter may be i 
supplied from the fertilizer bag, but the former is a much more troublesome 
problem.
